WHEREAS Fk Majefly^ in order to bring the many appeals 
that were or Jhould be depending from f ententes in caufes of

ena&ed^ That every minijier whojhall be ordained and admitted to a 
benefice in the church ^/Scotland, and every per/on who Jhouldhe ad- 
mitted as heady principal^ or majier, in any of the three univerfities of 
Saint Andrews, Glafgow^ and Edinburgh, after the twenty fifth 
day ^ March, oni thoufandfeven hundred and forty four y fhouldhe
